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Fyne HAS BEEN FIXED since World 
War II on the competency of superintendents of 
schools. Among the reasons are: the demands made up 
on the schools to become even more important instru- 
ments for the welfare and betterment of communities ; 
increased concern regarding the quality of American 
citizens and their beliefs in the democratic ideology ; the 
emotional insecurity of people, growing out of the great 
depression of the thirties and World War IT in the for- 
ties; the unparalleled growth in size and complexity of 
schools brought about by large increases in the birth rate, 
and the trend for young people to stay in school longer. 

All these conditions helped to fix attention on the job 
of the superintendent of schools. Are those who hold 
this position competent for the job, and has their prepara- 
tion been of the necessary quantity and quality ? 

These questions are receiving the increasing attention 
of citizens, school board members, teachers, college pro 
fessors, and the superintendents themselves. Motives and 


reasons may differ, vet the general concern is the same. 


Hl. PROFESSORS in graduate schools who are 

primarily responsible for the technical preparation 
of school administrators met together for the first time 
in history during 1947 to exchange views and pool ideas 
and experiences. As a result of this conference the pro 
fessors organized the National Conference of Professors 
of Educational Administration. Each year since 1947, 
this group has held a one-week conference to study the 
competencies needed by school administrators and how 
they can best be acquired. This conference has issued 
several widely used bulletins on the problem. 

The Southern States Work Conference composed of 
school representatives from twelve states is engaged at 
the present time in a major study on the preparation of 
school administrators 

The Division of County and Rural Superintendents 
of the NEA is giving specific attention to the problem 
and is associated with the American Association of 
School Administrators in a nationwide study. The Na 
tional Council of Chief State School Officers is also 
associated with the AASA in this project. In addition, 
the National Council is conducting various studies 
concerning the responsibility of the individual states for 


efficient school administrators 
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The faculties of many colleges of education are re- 


viewing their programs for the preparation of school 


administrators, conducting a number of research proj- 
ects, attempting a number of experiments, and testing 
and evaluating results. 

The American Association of School Administrators 
has accepted the challenge of improving school adminis- 
tration and developing more efficient school adminis- 
trators as one of its chief tasks. In 1952, its annual 
yearbook will be devoted to the subject, Preparation of 
School Administrators. The Association appointed a 
special committee four vears ago to study possible pro- 
grams which might lead to better preparation of school 
administrators. During 1949, the Association took the 
lead in studying the problems and needs of school ad- 
ministration. With the cooperation of the Division of 
County and Rural Superintendents and the National 
Conference of Chief State School Officers, and with fi- 
nancial and personnel assistance from the Kellogg 
Foundation, a number of regional conferences were 
held. Their findings brought together in one report be- 


came the basis for formulating a program of action 


S A RESULT, the AASA was successful in se- 
A curing a substantial grant of funds from the Kel- 
logg Foundation for an intensive five-year study aimed 
at improving the quality of school administration. This 
study got under way in 1950 with the selection of five 
universities as regional centers through which the 
studies would operate. The institutions selected were: 
Harvard University; Teachers College, Columbia Uni- 
versity ; University of Chicago; George Peabody College 
for Teachers; and the University of Texas. More re- 
cently, grants have also been made to the University of 
Oregon, Ohio State University, and the University of 
North Carolina. These institutions in cooperation with 
other institutions and agencies in their respective areas 
are engaged in widespread research and experimentation 

That these various groups and organizations «re at- 
tacking the problem is significant. Undoubtedly much 
new information will be discovered. Improved proce- 
dures and programs will be outlined and set in motion 
\ll persons and organizations participating in the move-

Work.” It tells a sad tale

Clipping number two, announcing the arrest in New 
York of 21 people accused of buying and selling dope to 
youngsters, brings up a terrible issue which has grown 
to huge proportions in a few years. Teen-agers still in 
school, or who should be in school, are being doped by 
scoundrels unfit for civilization. The reader must place 
this in the category of problems on which immediate and 
decisive action should be taken. 

Clipping number three explains a governor’s dilemma 
in providing approved funds for the schools. The in- 
crease in state aid has had the vote of the assembly. The 
lack of plans for raising the money makes the slight dif- 
ference between a vote and a veto 

Clipping number four is a wonderful story of the 
praiseworthy foresight of a parent-teacher group in 
planning a high school graduation party. The success of 
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the gala program should inspire emulation in other 
schools. 

Clipping number five, “Negro Soldier Shifted at Ala- 
bama U,” retells the oft-repeated story of intolerance, 
the problem with which all the nation is struggling. The 
Negro soldier is asked to risk his life for our national 
cause, but the Southern institution is unwilling to risk a 
modification of its outgrown policies. 

Clipping number six cheers the reader—‘Top Uni- 
versity of California Student Had One Lone ‘B’.”” How 
did the top student achieve such a record? His answer, 
“I studied.” There was a consistent purpose behind his 
educational program. He got “A’s” in his subjects and, 
without doubt, in his character. Steadfastness, cultiva- 
tion of interest, willingness to work to defray the cost of 
his education, joy of achievement—all are in the picture 
The nation can well use more of his kind. 


The Fulbright Fellows 


SENATOR FULBRIGHT’S plan of exchanging sur- 
plus properties in foreign lands for opportunities for 
study and understanding of cultures other than the stu- 
dent’s own represents a high point in international rela- 
tions. The student or professor coming to our own insti- 
tutions or the American scholar working in one of the 
illustrious intellectual centers of other lands is building 
a great force of mutual understanding and international 
good will, the influence of which will be felt through the 
centuries to come. It was a brilliant idea. The continu- 
ing success of the program in a world of turmoil stresses 
the eagerness of top-flight minds to discover the basic 
differences among national groups and to point the way 
to erase misunderstanding and to create mutual appre 
ciation of the fine things people the world over are doing 

The fact that thousands apply for the limited number 


of openings suggests that further extensions of the op 
portunities be considered. The hundreds who have al 
ready profited from the experiences made possible by 


their selection may well join in giving a summation of 
the gains and in making suggestions for the improve 
ment and expansion of the program. 

The basic concepts in the Fulbright plan fundamentally 
aim at world betterment. The idea has a constructive 
power that no atom bomb or military device possesses 
The Fu'bright Fellows may yet accomplish what many 
times the expenditure on other things could never bring 
about. The USA wants to build on understanding. Liv- 
ing in the communities of other peoples, absorbing the 
best in their cultures, contributing to their thinking 
about ourselves make for the best wav to build mutual 
understanding. 


Edmonton’s Common Sense Solution 


IN YEARS PAST, teachers spent many hours trving 
to induce left-handed children to write right-handed. The 
youngsters themselves suffered much under such coer- 
cion, and even felt that nature had served them scurvily 
in making then southpaws. Now Edmonton, Canada, 
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has ordered left-handed desks for their thirteen left- 
handers, a nice gesture in recognition that right-handed- 
ness has not been decreed by divine law. 

Of course, much of the difficulty might have been 
solved by the installation of tables and chairs, as is done 
in modern school systems. Such furniture, without ink- 
wells—for the inexpensive writing pen has eliminated 
them—would serve all children alike, whether left- or 
right-handed. 

While newspaper dispatches have given credit to the 
sensible idea, they leave readers to make the wrong in- 
ference that other school systems have not long since 
made their solutions 


Basketball and Football 


THE 1951-52 football and basketball contests have al- 
ready gotten under way. The struggle to win, the glory 
of leading the league, the desire to bring fame to the 
home town will characterize these events. Let no youth 
feel that these objectives are unworthy or that he, as a 
player, should give less than his best. 

If a composite telecast of fall and winter games could 
be made, there would flash across the screen the families 
of the nation participating as enthusiastic and voluble 
spectators, cheering on their sons. The fall and winter 
months would fade into dreary days if our boys could not 
play football and basketball. 

The scandals in these sports at top collegiate levels 
have appalled the people. The inroads by gangsters and 
racketeers into the ranks of top-flight basketball have 
caused the nation to hang its head in sorrow. The cheat- 
ing explosion at West Point, in one sense attributable to 
football problems, has caused our people great griet. The 
harm has been done. Jail sentences and personal disgrace 
can never atone for it. 

The scandals have not yet reached the high school 
level. If there has been wrongdoing, it has not come to 
the surface. Let’s hope that it will not appear 

The administrative officers and the physical directors 
of our public schools have a heavier burden this year than 
ever before. They have had their warning. The games 
must be clean. Sportsmanship of the highest caliber must 
be exercised. Winning must be on merit. The players 
must derive from the game the growth in character which 
complete loyalty, fine comradeship and zestful playing 
can develop. 

Local officers must, however, be on the alert. If per- 
nicious controls inject themselves into player selection 
and other decisive game features, they must be driven 
out. If the influence of betting cannot be controlled, far 
wiser to cut out games and declare a moratorium. The 
vicious elements in American sports must be brought to 
light. Wholesome, healthy sportsmanship must prevail. 

It is evident that secondary school interscholastic 
games are facing a crucial test this vear and every vear 
henceforth. If they are to continue, the American people 
must have their faith undisturbed. There must be no 
scandals. Investigation must be able to prove them clean 

The gangsters who seek to destroy what our school 
systems have built up over the vears must find that they

It is too early to tell what effect 
government policies will have on 
teachers’ salaries. The Wage Stabili- 
zation Board's policy has been to al- 
low wage increases up to 10 per cent

The School and Its Community: 
Getting the Public Into the Act 


NCREASINGLY, and apparently as never before, school administrators 

and lay boards are being urged to devote more thought, talent, and time 

to community relations. Well and good, but what and how shall we tell the 
public about their schools? 

School administrators, members of a precarious profession, are busy 
souls, and so are lay boards who give so unstintjngly of their time. Tech- 
niques will help, but basically we must get more people “into the act.” 

Fortunately, interest in public education is at an unusual high. Unfor- 

Pressure Groups tunately, on the other hand, education is being kicked where it hurts by 
Inhibit Teaching the public press, by professional organizations, by publishers of pamphlets. 

To counteract these attacks, we must first try a little harder to get 
across the basic purposes and place of the public school in our country. 
Second, we must initiate a renewed and fearlessly effective movement to 
educate the professional and lay citizenry to recognize, to understand, and 
to cope’ with restrictions of freedom and the growing threat of “school 
pressures.” Third, we must meet the two-way need for more multi-pipe- 
lines of comprehensive, illuminating, and coordinating plans of acquaint- 

Place and Purpose ing the public and the school staff with the job that is being done and 
In Nation’s Life services that are paramount to our society’s needs. 

Let’s look first at the purposes and place of the public school in our 
nation. Although the United States is a very young nation, ours were the 
first comprehensive, public-supported schools in the world. Students of com- 
parative education may haggle over some aspects of this assertion, but 
certainly not with the fundamental thesis. 

A unique plan of governing schools, one which frequently is not under- 
stood fully, evolved in our country. In the United States, there are ap- 
proximately 95,000 independent school districts, in each of which the pol- 
icies are determined by a lay board elected or appointed by the local com- 
munity. In Mussolini’s Italy, Hitler’s Germany, and Hirohito’s Japan, one 
ministry of education determined the policies, the personnel, and the cur- 
riculum of the schools. Under such an arrangement one man or one min- 
istry of education can, by a mere directive, require the teaching of what-

ever “party line” may be in official vogue. Parents generally have little or 
no control over the program of these schools. 

In the United States, the school boards represent and are close to the 
local community. The federal government, whether it be that headed by 
Mr. Truman or Mr. Hoover, cannot issue directives, appoint personnel, or 
prescribe the curriculum. Each of the 95,000 school districts can teach the 
truth as they see it and this-has been our greatest strength. 

Democracy is more than a theory—it is a way of life. Abundant oppor- 
tunities to develop initiative, confidence in one’s abilities, and self-reliance 
are the very crux of the American system. Self-reliance, like other attri- 
butes, comes from practice. Our youth practice, not dependence and docil- 
ity, but the pressing desire to grow up and to be independent. This is in 
diametrical contrast, for example, to the German system of education and 
family relations. There, the authoritative father made decisions for the 
family. When the youth entered the grueling work-a-day world, he quite 
naturally sought a leader, a fuehrer, to make his decisions; again and 
again the one he found to head his nation lead it to catastrophe. 

Americans should not forget that our schools are far from being free 
of pressures with respect to teaching the truth. Consequently, voluntary 
censorship by boards and teachers, to avoid conflict, is one of the most 
insidious forces that confronts us. To submerge or shield facts is a false 
approach to security. By studying and witnessing propaganda and by 
having access to all relevant information, youth learns to detect falsehood. 

For example, there is much evidence to indicate that teachers fear to 
explore the subject of communism because misunderstanding citizens fre- 
quently become alarmed. Voluntary or self-censorship is rapidly becoming 
the pattern. The National Education Association, meeting in Boston two 
years ago, swept away much misunderstanding by forbidding a communist 
to teach, but just as forcefully insisting that schools be permitted to teach 
about communism. One should note the great distinction between “to 
teach about” and “to advocate.” 

At all cost, our intellectual integrity must be preserved and our faith 
in education maintained. Unfortunately, as the world situation has grown 
more depressing, various groups have become hypersensitive about the 
content of textbooks. Pressure groups frequently have forced school boards 
to delete any statements which may be unfavorable to them, even though 
truthful. Such groups need help in understanding that the schools must 
guarantee the right of youth to have access to all relevant information; 
truth and the search for it are the fountainhead of American freedom. 

A plan to protect the schools from sincere but misinformed citizens, 
alarmists, and those with ulterior motives appears to be emerging. Lead- 
ership has been exhibited from distant points such as Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and Elizabeth, New Jersey, in the development of a policy for the handling 
of controversial issues. Extensive professional and lay discussion and help- 
ful publicity and endorsement by the press are a boon to creating climate 
conducive to confident teaching. These communities have involved a large 
number of people in the community relations act—board, teachers, librari- 
ans, and representatives of organizations. 

Recently, at the San Francisco convention of the National Education 
Association, a clinic devoted to improved practices in teaching controver- 
sial issues strongly recommended that such policies be established by 
boards of education, that further assistance could be obtained by estab- 
lishing a lay and professional committee to which protests or charges 
could be referred for consideration in proper perspective, and that in- 
service training be available to teachers dealing with controversial] issues. 

Of almost equal concern are the never-ceasing pressures of well-mean- 
ing individuals and organizations who seek to use the schools for their 
special purposes. Their demands have grown until a superintendent of 
schools, in an average city, devotes approximately 20 per cent of his time

to rejecting or directing these pet projects as politely as he knows how. 

If children are to have the time to master skills, to engage in experi- 
ences needed to live in a democracy, and to acquire the cultural advantages 
which our society has to offer, the majority must protest against the un- 
thinking groups that would divert them to minor purposes. 

Two examples may give us encouragement. The National Association of 
Secondary School Principals has made progress in preparing an approved 
contest list. Thus, schools are aided in getting off the hook of local pres- 
sures. Some Community Fund organizations have succeeded in reducing 
the number of solicitations. Such movements should receive more profes- 
sional leadership in winning lay support. 

The success or failure of any community relations program is dependent 
upon how many groups and individuals we involve. Participation of pro- 
fessional educators, social and civic groups, as well as the J. Q. Publics who 
own, value, and support our public schools, is a requisite for success. 

It is not the desire to unload or to delegate responsibility that causes 
educators to welcome professional and lay partners in community relations 
operations. Citizens’ groups, such as the Parent Teacher Association and 
the National Citizens Commission for the Public Schools, are indispensable 
in arousing interest, stimulating thought, promoting understanding of 
schools, and are specifically dedicated to improving public education. 

Appropriate information should be directed to each segment of a com- 
munity’s population—children, their parents, the school employees, pro- 
fessional and civic groups, childless couples, pressure groups, and officials 
of other governmental subdivisions. Their support rests on the extent to 
which they actively participate in many phases of a school program. 

Let’s keep the multi-pipeline flowing. There are many ways of letting 
the people in a community know about their schools. Papers carried home 
by children each day can be just as effective as the school column in the 
newspaper. And seeing children in a natural classroom situation is often 
more stimulating to parents than a formal stage presentation. 

A year ago 5,500 copies of a 40-page, 100-picture booklet describing the 
citizenship program of the public schools, entitled Lakewood Is My Com- 
munity, were distributed to each family represented in the Lakewood, 
Ohio, schools. The response to it has heen most encouraging. This year a 
similar brochure, called Imperative Needs of Youth, describes how Lake- 
wood schools are meeting the needs of adolescent youth. It depicts pur- 
poseful and meaningful school experiences and explains how each of these 
contributes to the effective citizenship of our boys and girls. Not merely 
annual or routine reports, but a special “job” devoted to one display 
appears to attract more attention. 

The PTA is a superior means for permitting large numbers to partici- 
pate actively. School administrators are well aware that a citizens’ group 
such as the PTA can be a potent force. PTA influence can be even more 
effective if the public is continually informed about its various activities. 

In most communities there are many parents who can write exception- 
ally well. An interesting, factual account of activities in a local paper, 
written by a parent, has been a top news feature in Lakewood for several 
years. The reporting has been coordinated by the PTA Council to include 
highlights of school developments, programs, and future plans, meetings 
and other phases of PTA work. Since school news constitutes a large 
segment of local news these PTA features are read with interest. 

Whether printed in a daily or weekly paper, it is important that the 
flow of news be continued throughout the year, summer months included. 

Evening open house during American Education Week with parents and 
pupils in attendance has been exceedingly valuable in promoting an under- 
standing of the school program and in providing parents with the oppor- 
tunity to meet the school faculty and to renew acquaintance with each 
other. An exchange of ideas between teachers and parents can lead to a

better understanding of the aims and accomplishments of our schools. 

Serial news features, with photographs, are a pipeline to many who 
cannot be reached regularly, and are reassuring to the loyal clients. At 
present, a series of eleven pictorially illustrated articles, entitled Educa- 
tion for Freedom in Lakewood, has been appearing in our local newspaper. 
The meaning of freedom is illustrated by simple, yet specific, examples 
of the rights and responsibilities inherent in our system. They are cap- 
tioned: Freedom to Know, Freedom to Differ, Freedom to Select Leaders, 
Freedom of Speech, Freedom of Press, Freedom to Recognize and Combat 
Injustices to Minorities, Freedom of Choice of a Vocation, and Freedom 
to Develop All of One’s Abilities Despite Physical Handicaps. 

To tell the story, schools need all the expert skills available. In this in- 
stance, an outstanding education writer on the staff of one of our metro- 
politan dailies was available to help us develop the series. His fee was 
modest for such talent and experience. In addition, he arranged for the 
services of a newspaper photographer. 

Important also is an understanding on the part of our citizens of teacher 
and administrator qualifications. Nearly every teacher has a rich back- 
ground of educational training and experience, both vocational and avoca- 
tional, that can be valuable in establishing and maintaining confidence. A 
series of photographs and personality sketches (300 words) of administra- 
tors and teachers, entitled Our Educators, continues to appear in our local 
newspaper. Staff members do it during specially arranged free time. 

Many students frequently write with more skill than adults. Students 
must be permitted to get into the act. Their vigor and imagination are 
refreshing. But most important, students thereby see the school’s value 
in our country and may be expected to continue to interpret and support 
public education as adult citizens. 

A weekly high school paper that finds its way into the homes of more 
than 90 per cent of the students is an effective way of interpreting ser- 
vices to parents, as well as to students. Our capable advisor, during the past 
year, has supervised students in preparing an illustrated series of articles 
focusing attention on services available, such as occupational placement, 
home instruction, medical services, speech and hearing therapy, oppor- 
tunities in music, and training in vocational skills. Students must not be 
permitted to grow up without an appreciation of what schools are doing; 
nor be allowed to take this service for granted, just because it is free. 

Personal contact through speaking, although one of the oldest, remains 
one of the best means of gaining public support. It is another way of pro- 
viding teachers with the opportunity to see the many-sided aspects of the 
community and their place in it. Thereby the teacher becomes an active 
participant in community relations. Nearly one-fourth of the professional 
employees of the Lakewood Schools are listed in the publication, Speakers 
Available from the School Personnel. 

An interpretation of the extracurricular life of the school is an excel- 
lent means of getting students actively involved in the community rela- 
tions program. A “Parade of Activities” has been effectively presented to 
other high school pupils, to junior high pupils as part of their orientation, 
to PTA groups, to parents at open house, and has been taken into the 
community to service clubs and other civic groups. 

Among our fellow teachers, school patrons, and students, there are many 
who are exceptionally able to assist in the job of interpreting our schools 
to the public, if we but invite their assistance. And in the doing, they, too, 
will gain a better understanding of the educational process. 

We must remember that education is a basic force for freedom and 
that our schools must continue the struggle in the reaffirmation and ex- 
emplification of the American way. And as a part of our adherence to the 
thesis that education must be kept close to the people, we must remain 
ever alert to our duties of letting them know what the schools are doing.

supply, cleaning yards, and replacing 
unsanitary privies. 

The control communities made 
greater improvements in termite con- 
trol, garbage disposal, and the in- 
stallation of more adequate toilet 
facilities. Also, there were fewer 
homes in the control communities 
that had fewer steps in worse con 
dition than in 1940. 


Other Factors 


While one might say that the im 
provements in housing in the ex 
perimental communities did not 
seem to be overwhelmingly greater 
than in the control communities and 
that it is impossible to determine 
the influence that the school pro 
grams might have had in_ bringing 
about better housing conditions, it 
would be necessary to take into con 
sideration a number of factors be 
fore reaching conclusions regarding 
the overall results of the project he 
tween 1940 and 1947. 

In the first place, during the war 
vears it was difficult to secure well 
qualified school personnel. Durrance 
points out that “not one of the three 
experimental schools had the same 


principal for all of the seven year 
period. There were five different 
principals in one school, four in an 
other, and three in the third. The 
turnover of teachers in the three 
schools followed the same pattern 


In one school the average yearly 
turnover of elementary teachers was 
21 per cent; in the second school it 
was 75 per cent; and in the third 
school it was 46 per cent. In 1947 
+8 all of the elementary teachers in 
one school were new. In one of the 
three high schools, where 38 teachers 
were employed during the seven vear 
period, 26 of the 38 taught only one 
vear,’*7 

Under such conditions it was im 
possible to develop total school pro 
grams. In most instances progress 
was made in individual classrooms 
inder the guidance of the few 
teachers who were employed long 
enough to gain insights into the 
significance of the experiment and 
develop appropriate methods of 
teaching. 

Too, many of the teachers em- 
ployed during this time in these rural 
schools were teaching on War Emer- 
gency Certificates. They had had no 
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opportumty to develop, under super- 
vision, techniques of using a wide 
variety of reading materials and com- 
munity resources. They, of course, 
vere more inclined to rely on state 


adopted textbooks as class guides 
Alliance to Lick Hookworm 


On the other hand the project 
afforded individuals and agencies an 
opportunity to learn more about 
working together at the local school 
and community level. This is one of 


} 


the t significant contributions of 


the project to date. For example, the 
Florida State Board of Health, local 
county health units, the Florida 
Tuberculosis Association, the Agri 
cultural Experiment Station at the 
University of Florida, and the staft 
members of the project cooperated 


with the experimental schools in at 
effort to interest the communities 
in the elimination of unsanitary 
surface privies 

\t one school the older students 
replaced a surface privy with a sani 
tary pit type privy built to specifi 
cations supplied by the Florida 
Board of Health and illustrated in 
one of the project's booklets This 
served as a model for the community 
and resulted in a number of families 
replacing unsanitary privies 

\t another one of the schools a 
family supper meeting was held at 
which over 75 per cent of the parents 
were present. After supper, repre- 
sentatives from the agencies men 
tioned above spoke briefly on the 
health hazards involved in the use 
of surface privies and how the energy 
of the community was being drained 
by hookworms. 

At the same time, the school 
children were reading of and carry 
ing out activities suggested in such 
project booklets as Pineville High 
Veets the Challenge. In it a Florida 
teacher tells an interesting and excit 
ing story of how the children of Pine 
ville, a fictitious community, devel 
oped a systematic program of hook- 
worm eradication 

Through such activities as these, 
children and parents alike began t 
discuss the hitherto unmentionable 
subjects of unsanitary privies and the 
problem of hookworms. Children and 
parents cooperated in supplying 
specimens for hookworm tests and 
in taking hookworm _ treatments. 
Health records revealed that over a 
period of several months much was 
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seat cushions and crates.

Let us consider public opinion and 
confidence in your organization. Fre- 
quently it is formed by your sur 
roundings. A seedy looking building 
suggests a seedy organization. If a 
meeting takes place in a run down, 
obsolete structure ironically called 
District Administration 
Building, the public’s confidence in

you and your policies is apt to be un- 
dermined. 

Once you have gained support and 
official sanction for your new admin 
istration building, make sure it’s sit- 
uated where the public will see and 
use it. Too often, the school board 
selects a site in an undesirable or in- 
accessible part of town Trv to se 


cure a site as close to the center of 
the business and recreational life of

community as is economically 


feasible. Increased public awareness 
of your district will more than justify 


any added cost.

You'll want your new administra 
tion building to have proper facilities 
for the business offices and special 
consultants such as dieticians and 
psychologists.

Remember the P.T.A. with a room 
which can be used for their executive 
meetings. Include a small kitchen 
unit to prepare snacks for these meet- 
ings. If possible, provide room for 
warehouses and repair shops which 
are a part of your district’s respon- 
sibility.

If you “are on the 
fence" and undecided as to whether to continue in school, enter some branch of the 
armed forces, or quit and take a job, take time to read the rest of this letter 
(reading time, two minutes). 

A weekly pay-check may look more attractive and seem more appealing than 
a high school program, but STOP and THINK. The present world conflict ends, and 
we enter another reconversion period, and you find yourself in a glutted labor 
market without the training required, technically or vocationally, to hold down 
good job. What then? At the same time it is unlikely that you will have a very 
strong incentive to resume your high school work.

Some 
are saying, “If war is coming in a few months, what's the use?" Others word it 
like this, "Why should I bother with future plans—I might as well have a good 
time now—my dreams may be blasted away in a split second." Again, I say, STOP and 
THINK! You can't afford to let a blurred future in a war-riddled world throw you 
for a loss. Your world is not only where you live, but how you live, on a day-to- 
day basis. 








National leaders have said time after time that young people make their 
greatest contribution to the national welfare by continuing their planned school 
program.

BOND DRIVE 

America’s first and most impor- 
tant US Defense Bond Drive since 
World War II began on September 
3 and will run through October 7. 


GRIM PICTURE 

The US Office of Education’s pre- 
school enrollment estimates show a 
rise of three-fourths of a million 
elementary schoolchildren for the 
1951-52 school year. This increase, 
coupled with the present shortage of 
elementary school teachers, paints a 
grim picture for the coming year. 
Secondary school enrollments will 
increase slightly, the estimates re- 
veal. 

This enrollment rise means that 
the nation will need 25,000 new 
classrooms during 1951-52. To re- 
place obsolete facilities, an addi- 
tional 18,000 classrooms should be 
provided. One out of every five 
schoolhouses now in use throughout 
the US should be abandoned or ex- 


tensively remodeled because they 
are fire hazards, obsolete, or health 
risks. 

Commenting on education’s needs, 
US Commissioner of Education Earl 
J. McGrath said, “Life does not stop 
while we build the nation’s military 
strength ... You cannot put a gen- 
eration into educational cold storage 
and then later put them into an 
educational hothouse.” 


REQUEST FOR DEFERMENT 

Institutions of higher learning 
may request the deferment of a 
student or appeal the case of a stud- 
ent slated for induction during the 
interval between the student's first 
registration with his local draft 
board and notification of his clas- 
sification. Institutions may appeal 
after the notice of classfication is 
sent out, but there is a ten-day limit 
on such action. 


NOT FORGOTTEN 

Education benefits for G.I.’s of 
the Korean war appear in a bill 
recently introduced in the Senate 
by Senators Walter G. George (D.- 
of Georgia and Robert S. Kerr (D.) 
of Oklahoma. 

Modeled after the World War Il 
bill, ‘the new wbill is simpler to ad- 
minister and has more adequate 
safeguards against excessive expen- 
diture of public funds. 

The Kerr-George bill would pro- 
vide training for veterans serving 
90 days or more after June 27, 
1950. Veterans whose educational 
training was interrupted would re- 
ceive up to four years’ training. 
Others could get up to one year. 

The bill would provide subsis- 
tence payments from $70 to $95 a 
month for on-the-job trainees and 
from $80 to $125 for full-time train- 
ing at educational institutions.
